Week of 21 October 1977 (U)

1. (U) This memorandum is for information only. 


2. (U) The activities of the Office of Security during 


the week of 21 - 27 October 1977 were highlighted by the 
following items: 


a. (C) furing the reporting period, the Office 
of Security provided escort to a representative of 
the Soviet/East European (SE) Division who was 
transporting classified material to New York City. 
The material was utilized in a 26 October briefing 
of the United States Ambassador to the United 
Nations. 


b. (C) From 25 through 27 October, the Office 
of Security provided 12 officers to assist in a 
surveillance training exercise for SE Division 
personnel scheduled for assignment to areas within 
the Soviet Bloc. The training, which included night 
exercises, will and on 28 October. 


c. (C) On 26 Octeber, the Office of Security 
arranged an agreement with the Baltimore City Police 
Department to establish a working level liaison 
relationship with. the Chief of the Baltimore City 
Police Canine Training Branch. The meeting which 
led to the agreement was at the request of the 
Office of Technical Service (OTS) which is interested 
in updating their knowledge of developments in the 
use of dogs in detection of narcotics and explosives. 
OTS will confer with the Baltimore Police in the 
near future. 
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3. (U) Projected Office of Security activity for the 
week of 28 October of possible interest at the Directorate 
level include: 


a. (C) On the 29-30 October weekend, two 
Office of Security representatives are scheduled 
sd to depart for the West Coast to continue the 
polygraph program 


b. (C) On 1 November, a representative of 
the Office of Security is scheduled to depart 
for Abilene, Kansas, for the purpose of conducting 
a survey of the Eisenhower Library. The security 
survey was requested in connection with proposed 
ere es of Agency Sensitive Compartmented Inforna- 
tion. 
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
